William Penn Portrait 


Dear Sir: 

“A serious error occurs in your 
issue for November 26th, in regard 
to the William Penn Stamp, that for 
the sake of truth should be corrected. 

J. C. Morgan of New Kensington, 
Pa., is apparently unacquainted with 
the history of William Penn and his 
portrait as used on the William Penn 
Stamp, and should have used a more 
recent authority rather than going 
back to something published in 1814, 
more than a century ago. While 
there may have been “no portrait of 
William Penn while alive” known to 
him, there has been an authentic por- 
trait of William Penn painted at the 
age of 22 showing William Penn in 
armour before he became a Quaker. 
This painting hangs in the Pennsyl- 
vania Historical Society at Philadel- 
phia and reproductions of it were 
made at least 50 years ago and it is 
a very well known portrait of Wil- 
liam Penn and was widely circulated. 
It was this portrait that was used for 
the William Penn stamp, although the 
engraver has made him look a little 
more fleshy than he appears in the 
original. The portrait is very well 
authenticated and happens to be the 
only authentic portrait known to be 
painted of William Penn while alive. 

As a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the 250th Anniversary of 
the First Landing of William Penn 
in America it was my pleasure to 
recommend the use of this portrait 
in advocating the stamp to the Post- 
master General.

What is a “good reference”? 

The dealer wants to send you stamps on 
approval, but he does not know you. How is 
he to know you will return his stamps, or 
will not switch poor copies for some of his 
good ones? So he asks for a reference. 

A good one is another dealer from whom 
you have been buying stamps for some time. 
So is your father’s letter head, with his 
signed O. K. on your request. So is the 
O. K. of your teacher, with his full name 
and address. So is your mother’s statement, 
“I will see that John returns your Stamps 
promptly, paying for what he keeps.” 


What is an albino? 

An entirely colorless imprint of an em- 
bossed stamp, as is rather common with our 
U. S. envelopes. They are also found partly 
colored and also with the envelope so folded 
that the stamp is on the inside, and some- 
times also two stamped impressions will be 
found, inside or out. They have very little 
value, and are only collected as oddities. 


What is a bisected stamp? 

One which has been cut in two, up and 
down, sideways or caticornered. They are 
very scarce and valuable. The 10c 1847, the 
12c 1851 and later stamps have been so used. 
Some stamps have al:o been cut in three 
parts and so used. Such stamps have also 
been used in various other countries, where 
there was a shortage of the regular values. 

Such a stamp to be valuable must be on 
the original cover and “tied on,” that is, the 
cancellation must cover both stamp and en- 
velope, thus proving that the stamp was not 
eut in two and pasted on by some cheater. 


What is a reprint? A remainder? 

A reprint is a stamp officially printed in 
after years from the original plate of that 
stamp. It has been done several times by 
our government. In making the first re- 
prints it was found that the plates of the 
1847 stamps had been destroyed, so new 
plates were made. These stamps are now 
known as “government counterfeits.” 

A remainder consists of stamps which 
have been replaced by a new issue and 
which are sold in quantity to dealers by the 
issuing government. That accounts for the 
low unused prices of many old stamps. They 
are perfectly genuine and simply were sold 
in bulk at far under their face value after 
their use in the mail was prohibited.
